Lovington, Doc. 29—The body of 


Mine Inspector Charles Finley, vic- 
tim of the explosion in the Loving- 
ton mine at 5;20 Thursday morning, 
was recovered 
at 4:30 
Thursday 


afternoon by the Springfield rescue 
crew that reached here a couple of 
hours before, 


The body was at a point 
about 


1,500 feet north nf the opening of 
the mine, crumpled against a broken 
coal car. The ripht side was horribly 
burned, but the left side, on which/ 
the body was lying, was untouched, 
and the body was not mangled. The 
skull, howeier, was badly fractured, 
and this was given as the cause of 
the man's death in the verdict of the 
coroner's jury which was impaneled 
Thursday evenfhg by Coroner Tohill 
of Bethany. 


ONE OTHER IX MINE. 


T'd. Hewitt, mule tender, the only 


other man in the mine at the time 
of the explosion, had a harrowing 
experience, but came out alive and 
with comparatively minor 
injuries. 


The eighteen mules he had gone into 
the mine to feed were knocked down 
by the explosion, but the quick work 
.of those on top In turning on the 
ventilator saved the animals 
from 


suffocation. 


HEWITT'S STORY. 


"J was in the back part of 
the 


stable." 
said Hewitt in telling- his 


experience. 
"It 
was 
about 
fivo 


o'clock, or maybe a few minutes aft- 
er. I heard an explosion, the barn 
door WHS blown open, and I 
was 


knocked down by the force of tho 
shock. Immediately the 
place 
be- 


came filled with dust and smoke and 
I began tb try to pry my way ou,t 
of the stables to the outlet of the 
shaft." 


- TILACK DAMP. 


"The black damp gas was fast fill- 


ing the plnce, and J found-it diffi- 
cult to get out. I was not seriously 
hurt, but I choked 
down • several 


times before I reached the telephone. 


I scarcely remember anything- that 


happened after the explosion 
until 


some :ime after I g-ot out 
of the 


mine, I crawled and walked 
and 


found my way 
to the 
telephone, 


where I called the night watchman. 
He told the engineer what had hap- 
pened, and T crawled on the 
cage 


and was hoisted out. 


MULES SAVED. 


Some of the mules were knocked 


down from the force of the explo- 
s on. and others were badly ajEfected 
hy the gas that entered that part of 
tho stable afterward. But the rescue 
party succeeded in opening.the ven- 
tilator, ana not one of the animals 
died." 


RESCUERS ENTER MINE. 


As aoon as it was learned' ati ex- 


plosion had occurred, Mine Superin- 
tendent J. R. McLain led a party of a 
dozen rescuers 
into the shaft, and 


though he and three or four others 


were overcome by gas lor a time, JIc- 
Lain was the last man to leave the 
mine in the evening, after the body 
of Finley had been recovered. For an 
hour at one time he was separated 
.from his followers, but was found and 
.resuscitated. 


Other men who were overcome l)j 


v.he gas fumes temporarily wen; Rob 
ert Hynds, W^iam Jamison and Alex 
Downey. M' .tin Percotta, a member 
of the Springfield crew, was overcome 
by gas when he ivent down In the af- 
ternoon, but he and the others are 
recovering nicely from the effects. 


CAUSE UNKNOWN. 


The cause of the explosion has not 


been determined, but is under inves 
tigation by State Mine Examiner Joe 
Hosklns. 
According to the_ Spring- 


field rescue crew, the interior of the 
mine was not badly torn up, though 
the explosion was terrific and broke 
down some concrete partitions. 
Sonic 


gas remains in tho mine, but will be 
removed at once and repairs made, so 
that work can be resumed at or soon 
after the beginning of the year. The 
mine has been working about 200 men 
and hoisting from twenty-eight to 
thirty-five carloads of coal a .day. 


The force of. the 
explosion 
blew 


loaded cars, weighing tons, from the 
tracks and demolished empty cars, 


FINLET'S SURVIVORS. 


Mr. Finley, who was about 35 years 


old, is survived by his wife and three
